RCA may have ‘farmed out' GE facilities to crank them out. 

It seems there was more 'lore' about this 1st gen postwar design RCA TV 
chassis than any other TV. Amongst it was that the '630 was OEM'ed to 

anyone that wanted ‘in' on the TV trade (tho' Admiral scratch-built a far, far 
better constructed version, IMO). RCA certainly paid off their R&D & tooling 
as it was offered for years by minor league mfgrs in spite of it's manifold 
inevidable faults. I think gain was manual via contrast control, no AGC. Tube 
mfgers loved it, 30 tubes in a 10" B/W set. 

Related; Anybody know any background abt the 10FP4, other than it was an 
aluminized traplessi10BP4, and why so few sets used it, and why were direct- 
view aluminized tubes so long in coming after. Slighty off topic, I know, but 
this has been buzzing by brain ever since I saw (only) one as a kid in a 40s 
GE model 810 table set. Only other aluminized '40s CRTs I know are 
projection types, RCA 5TP4, Philco TP-400, Philips 3NP4(Protelgram), ect.

Just got into an RCA Strato-world, a handsome Zenith Transoceanic 
clone. Among other problems, the dial cord was missing. Replaced it 
according to the diagram in Sam's Photofacts 228-14. However, the 


tuning dial pointer goes only about half the tuning scale distance 
and equal to the travel on the tuning cap's large pulley. 


Saw a reference to a discussion on this issue some years ago as a 
"dial stringing nightmare" but no detail. The pulley has not been 
replaced since a larger one cannot be fitted into the available 
space. Is it possible that the cap itself is a geared unit that is 
frozen? No evidence of this on the set but that would answer the 
question. 


Anyone had experience with this model RCA? 
What trick did I miss?

Wax-o-philes; 
A friend dropped on me a Zenith AM-FM table radio needing repairs. Of 


course, it was for a "friend" (grrrrrr!!!) so how do you wiggle out of that? 
Can't. Onto the bench. 


Dial cord busted. Easy (this time). Turned chassis over. Wax as far as 
the eye can see. I asked my friend if his friend wanted to listen to the 
radio? "Oh, yes. She loves the tone." Is she willing to pay for the 
parts? Three phone calls later I get the answer. "She didn't think it 
would cost THAT much....... But go ahead." I saw that one coming from 
beyond the horizen. 


I freed one end of a couple of waxies and applied the Tentacles of Death 
(Sprague Tel-Ohmike capacitor leakage test). Nice-n-leaky. I searched out 
those caps that have real voltages applied to them and began replacing. Only 
a few needed to go, including the line bypass cap just for Good Safe 
Practice. 


To see what my harvest yielded I checked all the capacitors again on the 
Sprague. One cap, a .022uF, 400V Sprague showed nearly zero resistance. 
Another cap, a .022uF, 600V Pyramid showed 1000 megohms. The Sprague was 
the volume control to ist audio grid coupling cap. Not much voltage applied 
to it but usually a good idea to replace that one because of the high grid 
resistance of a contact current biased amplifier. 


As if by act of God an idea somehow popped into my head. How do these two 
Capacitors check out on my HP 412A VTVM which will measure to 1000 megohms? 
Yee Gawd! They both read 1000 megohms. Back they went onto the Tel-Ohmike. 
Same readings, Pyramid, 1000 meg., Sprague, zilch. 


Moral of the story: NEVER trust a low voltage capacitor leakage resistance 
test (the Tel-Ohmike applies 150 volts to the cap under test). Happy 
recapping.....!

My shack computer is out for repair so I finally got a full day of going 
through my recently acquired RME 6900. I checked all the tubes and 
resistances and voltages. All looked good but 

the 6AQ5 audio output was marginal so I found one in a lafayette VFO that 
tested almost full scale. This cured the blasting and distortion on SSB 
Signals. I also found the 4th section of the 6T8A was marginal and pulled 
one from my junk box that testing very good on the first three sections and 
20% better on the last. 


I also found the coax to the BA AM station is bad so I hooked up the coax to 
my low band station and the 6900 came alive with signals. Tomorrow I trace 
down the bad coax or connector. 

I noticed the antenna trimmer control was slipping and after trying to 
tighten the set screw on the knob found the shaft had come out of the 
trimmer cap which appears to be in the rear. I will have to take the 
cabinet off to get that fixed. I also will try to test out the 15 and 10 
meter bands as every time I get it ready to test those bands are dead. 

Solar flux is nearly 150 so both bands should have signals tomorrow. 


I don't like the idea of turning off the AVC for CW but since its a late 
50's design and this was SOP then for most receivers. Guess I will put my 
Galaxy F3 CW filter to work as its a 300cps audio filter and will leave the 
RX in LSB to take advantage of the product detector. The null seems to work 
some on SSB and the noise blanker only seems to attenuate signals. The 
owners manual is very short and I finally found the way to set the 
calibration on each band as I was quitting for the night. On the 10Mcs band 
(for WWV) I can adjust the calibrator to exactly 10 mcs with plenty to 
Spare. The other bands don't quite reach the mark although on 80 and 40 its 
very close. 10 is out by 10Kcs and I would like to get all the bands so the 
calibration can be adjusted properly. The last thing I found was the S 
meter is very good except it sits on S7 when left on for 3 hours. Luckily 
the adjustment is easy to get to by lifting the lid. 


Anyone else have a working RME 6900 who might want to share hints.
